PETITION PURSUANT TO 37 §C.F.R. 1.47 (a) 



This is a petition pursuant to 37 §C.F.R. 1 .47 (a) to permit the above identified 
patent application to be made by John CoUinson on behalf of himself and his joint 
inventor David Holder. This petition is accompanied by the requisite $200 fee under 
37 C.F.R. §1.17 (g) and by the Declaration of Mark Goodwin (hereafter "Goodwin 
Declaration"), which is cited for support of the facts set forth below. 

1 . This patent application is the U.S. national stage of International 
AppUcation No. PCT/GB05/00227, filed January 21, 2005. 

2. Mark Goodwin is a patent attorney in the United Kingdom (Goodwin 

Declaration, paragraph 1). He filed and prosecuted the International Application 
identified in the preceding paragraph during the international stage. (Goodwin 
Declaration, paragraph 2). 

3. Exhibit A to the Goodwin declaration is true copy of an assignment in 
which the inventors of the present application assigned the invention to Mix U.K. 
Limited, the applicant in the above-identified International Application. (Goodwin 
Declaration, paragraph 3, and Exhibit A). Also, Mix U.K. Limited was the employer of 
both inventors at the time that the invention was made and would be the owner of the 
invention under U.K. law. (Goodwin Declaration, paragraph 4). 



4. David Holder, one of the joint inventors in the above-identified U.S. 
patent application, died intestate on December 27, 2006. (Goodwin Declaration, 
paragraph 5). 

5. Currently no such officer exists who has authority over the estate. Under 
these circumstances, it would typically take at least 8 months for such an officer to be 

appointed, but it could take as long as 24 months. (Goodwin Declaration, paragraph 6). 

5 . The undersigned will therefore be unable to obtain execution of the above- 
identified patent application by Mr. Holder, within the available time limit. 

6. Since it will eventually be possible to obtain execution by an authorized 
officer, it would be grossly unfair to delay prosecution of this application, simply because 
it is temporarily impossible to obtain execution on behalf of the deceased inventor. It 
would also curtail the term of any patent that would be granted, to the prejudice of the

to file the present patent application on behalf of Mr. Holder and himself, and it is 
therefore requested that the present petition be granted.
